The Charter of the Organization of America n 
Sta tes adopted in 1948 had laid down this policy 
of mutual protection for the American repub­ 
lics :

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Goinmiinism In Tile New World 


A m ajor concern of thp U S 
delegation to 
the Inter-American Conference at Caracas last 
F ebruary was infiltration of Communist con­ 
spirators in the New World 


The problem was made difficult by the knowl­ 
edge the conspirators would not be identified as 
the agents of any foreign government. They 
would appear to be homegrown. This would 
m ake it impossible to pin the label of any Old 
World nationality on them. 


The C harter of the Organization of American 
States adopted in 1948 had laid down this policy 
of mutual protection for the American repub­ 
lics; 


“ To adopt within their respective territories 
and in accordance with their respective consti­ 
tutional provision, the measures necessary to 
eradicate and prevent activities directed, as­ 
sisted, or instigated by foreign governments, or­ 
ganizations. 
or 
individuals 
tending 
to over­ 
throw their institutions by violence, to foment 
disorder in their domestic political life, or to 
disturb, by means of pressure, subversive pro­ 
paganda. threats or by any other means, the 
free and sovereign rights of their peoples to 
govern themselves in accordance with their 
democratic aspirations.” 


This charter took over a mutual assistance 
pledge from the Inter-American Treaty of re­ 
ciprocal Assistance signed at Rio de Janeiro in 
1947. This mutual assistance pledge, moreover, 
was a permanent version of a mutual assist­ 
ance arrangem ent in the temporary Act of 
Chapultepec adopted at Mexico City in 1945. 
This had specified that “ every act of aggres­ 
sion by a state against the territorial integrity 
or the inviolability of the territory or against 
the sovereignty or political independence of an 
American state shall be considered an act of 
aggression against the other American states.” 


At the Caracas conference last February, an 
anti - Communist resolution was adopted, to 
strengthen the mutual protection agreement. 
G uatem ala opposed it and Argentina and Mex­ 
ico did not vote. Its main provision was: 


“ Domination or control of the political insti­ 
tutions of any American state by the interna­ 
tional Communist movement 
(constitutes* 
a 
threat to the sovereignty and political independ­ 
ence of the American states iwhich would* call 
for consultation and appropriate action in ac­ 
cordance with existing treaties." 


These are the m eans by 
which the New 
world has tried to protect itself against a frontal 
assault by international Communism — t h e 
means which may have brought to bear for 
what they are worth if the threat in Guatemala 
continues to grow.

It is evident that past 
grudges are being laid aside. Most 
of the French parties are rallying 
to the defense of something bigger 
titan any single man or party—the 
honor and prestige of France.

inclined now to upset the Laniel 
Cabinet.

IT SHOWS ALSO the political

Wellsville Council Tuesday night 
voted to take under advisement a 
proposed ordinance covering rates 
for natural gas in city buildings 
after both the solicitor and audi­ 
tor left reasons for misgivings. 
The Manufacturers Light ic Heat 
Co. recently offered the city a 1954 
rate of 25 cents per 1.000 cubic 
feet and 35 cents in 1955 and 1956 
for the City Hall and Fire Station. 
Solicitor Jam es McSweeney said 
he told the utility that a third 
section must be added stipulating 
that 
passage 
of 
the 
ordinance 
“ would in no way concede any­ 
thing in regards to the rate fight 
n o w before the Public Utilities 
Commission in Columbus.” 
Wellsville is one of several val­ 
ley cities fighting the proposed do­ 
mestic and commercial gas rate 
increase. 
Auditor Marion Baughman ad­ 
vised strongly against the ordi­ 
nance for “ three reasons” . Baugh­ 
man said the utility had given the 
city to understand there is some 
compulsion on the part of the PUC 
to charge municipalities domestic 
rates, that $500 had been set aside 
to fight a gas increase and that 
the actual gas bill of the city is 
“ peanuts” 
compared 
to what 
a 
rate increase would cost residents 
of Wellsville. 
But Solicitor McSweeney, w h o 
said he is “ neutral” even though. 
as counsel for the city, he is fight­ 
ing the proposed rate increase, 
pointed out the city “ could be 
charged the domestic rate of 70 
cents and that the bill will be much 
greater annually after a gas fur­ 
nace is installed at the Fire Sta­ 
te n . 
However, he m ade no recom m en­ 
dation when asked by Councilman 
George Lewis, explaining only that 
he was presenting the ordinance 
as requested. 
Baughman repeated his objec­ 
tions ana suggested that despite 
the “ no concession” clause the or­ 
dinance was to move on the part 
of the gas company to gain favor­ 
able publicity for its action to hike 
domestic rates. 
“ It's not what you say. but what 
you do that counts,” he pointed 
out. 
Council passed an ordinance de­ 
signed to prevent death traps in 
discarded ice boxes or other ap­ 
pliances that lock. 
The ordinance, passed under sus­ 
pension of the rule requiring three I 
separate readings, had been re-j 
ferred back to tho ordinance com­ 
mittee for rewriting when council­ 
men objected to a section which 
stated a violator s h ou I d be in­ 
formed in writing by the police 
chief. 
President Mvron Weis and Coun­ 
cilman W. L. Robinson and Dom­ 
inic Dash pointed out a refrigerator 
stored in a garage or elsewhere 
is not technically "discarded.” 
But Solicitor McSweeney s a i d 
the word “ discarded” couldn’t be 
left out altogether, otherwise a per­ 
son painting or repair#ig a re­ 
frigerator at a location outside the 
home might be considered in vio­ 
lation. 
Councilmen dropped their objec­ 
tions when Councilman Lewis re­ 
phrased the section to read. “ a 
violator will be a person lfaving 
the ice box or other enclosed con­ 
tainer in any spot accessible to 
children and thus endangering hu­ 
m an life.” 
Council adapted a resolution au­ 
thorizing Safety-Service Director C. 
Fred Gluth to e m p lo y a city en­ 
gineer to survey the area surround­ 
ing the old pump station near 1st 
St. for the purpose of selling any 1 
land not needed for municipal pur­ 
poses.

Despite the rapid progress of the 
state of Israel to re-establish it- 
self in the Middle East, the Pales­ 
tine situation presents a serious 
problem, the Rev. David J. Wynne 
V'ld the Rotary Club at its lunch­ 
eon Tuesday in the Travelers Ho­ 
tel. He is pastor of the Baldwin 
Community Methodist C h u r c h at 
Pittsburgh. 
While Israel is making rem ark­ 
able progress in its side of the 
border, the Arabian government 
is doing little or nothing for its 
citizens in its portion of the small 
country, which was divided by the 
United Nations six years ago. 
Rev. Wynne was in a party of 
22 Americans who went to Pales­ 
tine in 1951 to study the situation. 
They spent two months in Arabia 
and Israel. 
They visited refugee camps es­ 
tablished in Palestine to take care 
of thousands of displaced persons. 
The filth, squalor and terrible con­ 
ditions they found in IO camps, 
were almost indescribable, despite 
efforts of three agencies to reme­ 
dy conditions, he said. 
The government claims it has no 
money to help the poor but it paid 
its ruler millions of dollars to fur­ 
nish luxuries for his bride, t h e 
speaker declared.
